Behind the presumed Bay 
Area lifestyle of warm sunny days, 
clear blue skies. and breathtaking 
landscapes there are the real and 
eminent possibilities of fires, 
flooding, earthquakes, a pandemic 
flu or an inland tsunami. The most 
vulnerable portions of the popula- 
tion are the sick, the disabled, the 
youth, the elderly and people who 
are new to this country. 

At disaster preparedness 
training held on Feb 15, 2007 at 
the American Red Cross located 
on North First Street in San Jose, 
coordinator Robin C. Fifield said,

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“Fire is the number one disaster, 
affecting people in this area.

on the Richter scale. 

The possible outbreak of a 
pandemic flu, a disease or virus 
affecting people throughout the 
world is also a disaster scenario. 
Should this happen specific in- 
dividuals, families, entire neigh- 
borhoods or the whole county 
could be held under quarantine 
prohibiting people from leaving 
their homes to prevent the spread 
of the disease. 

The ominous forecast of an 
inland tsunami could become real - 
ity if the pylons under the Golden 
Gate Bridge were to buckle, caus- 


ing the bridge to collapse into 
the bay thereby creating a wave 
so big that it could submerge the 
cities of Palo Alto, Redwood City 
and Santa Clara. San Jose will 
suffer land damage and will have 
to accommodate a major influx of 
people from the surrounding areas. 
Fifield says, “An inland tsunami is 
a disaster that is definitely some- 
thing that the residents of this area 
need to prepare for and take into 
consideration.” 

Still, these types of disasters 
remain hypothetical until they 
become real causing people to 
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become desensitized to warnings 
and are caught off guard. The 
American Red Cross'in San Jose 
is pleading with its residents to 
be ready, in the face of natural 
disasters such as Katrina in New 


Orleans, the Tsunami in Thailand, 


and earthquakes in India. Fifield 
says, “It’s a scary subject but the 
more we talk about it the more we 
know and are prepared.” 

In an educational campaign 
called “Together We Prepare”, 
The American Red Cross encour- 
ages people to begin talking about 
and preparing for any disaster 
through the following 5 compo- 
nents: Make a Plan, Build a kit, 
Get trained, Volunteer and Give 
Blood. 

Talk to your friends and fam- 
ily about what you will do in these 
disaster situations. Practice the 
things that you talk about, such 
as how to evacuate, whom to 
call, and where to meet. Put a kit 
together for your home and car. A 
kit should include, water, non-per- 
ishable food, an AM/FM Radio, 
flashlight and batteries, cash and 
coins, bedding, and clothing. Get 
trained on March 31, 2007 at the 
Santa Clara Valley Chapter of the 
American Red Cross from 9 to 5 
p.m. Every two seconds someone 
needs blood, so if possible give 
some blood.

y Ciudadanía (USCIS), dijo que 
en el año fiscal 2006, se recibie- 
ron 721,268 solicitudes para la 
ciudadanía estadounidense, o un 
incremento del 19% sobre el año 
fiscal anterior.

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Child's murder prompts tough anti-crime bills in Brazil

Brasilia (EFE) — The Bra- 
zilian Congress on Thursday 
~ approved another bill toughen- 
ing criminal penalties in direct 
response to last week’s murder 
of a 6-year-old boy in Rio de Ja- 
neiro that shocked the country and 
sparked several protests against 
violence. 

After voting earlier for mea- 
sures to increase the penalties for 
so-called “disgusting” crimes and

limiting parole for people con- 
victed of such offenses, the lower 
house approved a bill doubling 
sentences for adults who commit 
crimes with the participation of 
minors. 

The bills had been gathering 
dust for months and were brought 
up for a vote this week in the 
debate on the alleged leniency of 
Brazilian laws after the death of 
Joao Helio Fernandes. 
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The youngster: died last 
Wednesday when a group of 
carjackers dragged him through 
the city streets in a stolen vehicle 
‘for some 7 kilometers (4.5 miles) 
hanging out a door while still 
buckled into his seatbelt. 

The crime, for which the 


"police have arrested five suspects, 


among them a minor, occurred in 
a Rio neighborhood plagued by 
robberies and car thefts. 

After being pulled by force 
from the automobile she was driv- 
ing by the carjackers, Fernandes’ 
mother tried to get the child out, 
too, but she could not extract him 
from ‘his seatbelt before the at- 
tackers pealed off at high speed 
in the vehicle dragging him in 
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their wake. 

Despite the warnings of sever- 
al organizations not to legislate on 
crime amid the commotion caused 
by the boy’s death, lawmakers not 
only put the measures to a vote but 
even added measures tougher than 
those initially proposed. 

Among those who called 
on legislators for prudence at 
this time were Brazil’s Catholic 
bishops, the country’s bar asso- 
ciation and several human rights 
organizations. 

President Luiz Inacio Lula 
da Silva also asked lawmakers to 
exercise “caution” in approving 
new laws. 

One of the approved bills 
restricts penal benefits, including 
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parole or work-release programs, 
which can be granted to those 
convicted of “disgusting” crimes, 
including kidnapping, rape, drug 
trafficking, terrorism and murder. 

Another defines as a felony 
the use of cellphones by prison- 
ers. 

The proposal passed Thurs- 
day by the lower house doubles 
the penalty for criminal conspiracy 
that may be imposed on a adult 
who participates in a crime in the 
company of a minor. 

The Senate, meanwhile, on 
Tuesday approved a bill that pre- 
vents the government from cutting 
the public security budget. None 
of the bills has yet reached Lula's 
desk.<> 
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Fox’s big mouth hurting Calderon

Mexico City (EFE) — For- 
mer President Vicente Fox’s indis- 
creet comments about last year’s 
bitterly disputed presidential elec- 
tion are making life more difficult 
for successor and fellow conser- 
vative Felipe Calderon, Mexican 
political observers say. 

Fox, who said when he 
stepped down Nov. 30 that he 
would stay out of politics for a 
year, dropped a bomb Monday that 
ended up on the front, editorial and 
humor pages of the Mexican press. 


Addressing a business group at the 
Kennedy Center in Washington, 
Fox said he got even with leftist 
former presidential candidate 
Andres Manuel Lopez Obrador 
when his National Action Party 
colleague, Calderon, won the July 
2 presidential election. 

The erstwhile head of state 
told the U.S. audience that while 
his government had been forced 
by public pressure to drop a 2005 
prosecution against then-Mexico 
City Mayor Lopez Obrador, he 
got his own back with the leftist’s 
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While Former President Vicente Fox has said that he would remain out 
of politics, his remarks are hurting current Mexican President Felipe

defeat in last summer’s balloting. 

The election was the tightest 
and most controversial in Mexi- 
co’s history, with a difference of 
0.56 percentage points separating 
the two candidates, and allegations 
of fraud being leveled by Lopez 
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Obrador, who continues to reject 
Calderon as a “spurious president” 
and heads a self-proclaimed alter- 
native government. 

Luis Rubio, director of the 
Cidac think tank in Mexico City, 
said the former president’s com-

ments “were poorly thought out 
and not very guarded,” and they 
had “an enormous impact on the 
political arena.” 

“They reopened the wound 
of the elections at a time when 
(Calderon’s) government agenda 
was starting to move forward,” 
the scholar told Efe. 

For Rubio, Fox’s words cre- 
ated “a lot of noise” in the dia- 
logue between the governing PAN 
and the opposition just as some 
leftist legislators and leaders were 
distancing themselves from Lopez 
Obrador and becoming more open 
to working with the administra- 
tion and its representatives. In the 
internal struggle over the PAN 
presidential candidacy, Fox and 
Espino both backed former Inte- 
rior Minister Santiago Creel. 

Last month, the PAN chair- 
man criticized Spanish Prime 
Minister Jose Luis Rodriguez 
Zapatero’s anti-terrorism policy 
just days before Calderon visited 
Madrid, and that after the Socialist 
premier had played a huge role in 
providing international legitimacy 
for the Mexican rightist’s contro- 
versial election victory. 

In its final report, Mexico's 
Federal Electoral Tribunal ac- 
knowledged that Fox’s “undue 
intervention” in the election cam- 
paign - via comments in favor of 
Calderon and attacks on Lopez 
Obrador - reached the point of rep- 
resenting “a risk to the validity of 
the election,” though the panel still 
upheld the PAN candidate’s razor- 
thin triumph by 233,831 votes out 
of 41 million ballots cast. 

Limited to a single term, 
Mexican presidents are required 
by both law and tradition to ab- 
stain from overt partisan politick- 
ing while in office. 

Fox has been criticized harsh- 
ly in Mexico for a number of ver- 
bal blunders during his 2000-2006 
administration, the most often 
recalled one. being the famous 
phrase “eat and leave” that he ut- 
tered to Cuban leader Fidel Castro, 
whom he did not want coming 
into contact with U.S. President 
George W. Bush during a meeting 
in Mexico in 2002.

such as the Bill of Rights and the 
meaning of democracy.

By year’s end, applying for 
naturalization is expected to be 
much more difficult, costly and 
daunting for the 8 million cur- 
rently eligible legal permanent 
residents in the Nation. 

Fees keep on rising 

The Bush administration 
already announced the intent this 
month to raise citizenship applica- 
tion fees, among others, by nearly 
double. The increases, which 
have been under consideration 
for months, would raise nearly $1 
billion for U.S. Citizenship and 
Immigration Services (U.S. CIS). 
The public has until April 2 to send 
written comments; after which the 
new fees will most like take effect 
in June 2007. 

Citizenship in the United 
States will become the most 
costly of any developed country in 
which immigration is significant. 
Canada’s fees are US$85; Aus- 
tralia’s are about US$93; United 
Kingdom charges US$658 for a 
married couple; and in Germany it 
is US$330 for a parent and US$66 
for their children. 

Federal officials caution, 
however, that the proposed fee 
increases will not reflect costs of 
augmentations that may be needed 
with a national immigration re- 
form; currently a hot debate across 
the Nation. 

Hardship for lower-income 
and less-educated workers 

For a family of four, the cost 
of the newly proposed naturaliza- 
tion application fees will increase 
from $1900 to $2430, without the 
consideration of any additional 
expenditure for English and civics 
classes, legal assistance, or other 
common expenses. 

Naturalization applications 
will rise from $330 to $595 per 
adult, from $255 to $460 for chil- 
dren, and for fingerprinting from 
$70 to $80 per person. 

The fee for lawful permanent 
residence would also rise 178 
percent; from $325 to $905, along 
with an average 66 percent rise in 
fees for a wide variety of other 
immigration services such as work 
permits and visas. 

Free eligibility and applica- 
tion assistance on March 10 

Higher fees and much tougher 
exams by next year are the two 
main reasons why the Santa Clara 
County Citizenship Collaborative 
(SCCCC) is expecting large num- 
bers for their Citizenship Day on 
March 10. 

Free services will include as- 
sessment of eligibility, initial legal 
orientation if needed, application 
assistance, and other help in 15 
different languages. It will be held 
at Center for Employment Train- 
ing, 701 Vine Street in San Jose.

puesto otorgado el año anterior. Si se reduce una mínima parte el 
presupuesto escolar, el estado no tendrá que aumentar los fondos del 
mismo para el próximo año fiscal, aseveró Hill.
